My name is Cowan and | carry a Ham License. 
It was Saturday, warm and clear. | was working the 
day watch in my shack and things were quiet. Too 
quiet. But my shack was due to get crowded soon 
and | was ready. 

There is was, the door bell rang. | moved toward 
the door, not knowing what to expect but ready to

"Scouts" and 2 adult escorts. | knew that it was time. 
Time for JOTA. 

JOTA (Jamboree on the Air). This is a special 
project that is sponsored each year by the ARRL to 
promote amateur radio and scouting. 


"| would do it again in a hot minute!" 


This year, Bob Cowan - KI7QI, volunteered to 
host a JOTA site at his well equipped "shack" in 
Lake Oswego. When | asked Bob, during our inter- 
view, what it was like, he said it was, "Four Scouts, 
2 parents and a ton of questions." 


During the 2 hours that the scouts and their 
advisors were at Bob's, they made at least six 
contacts from Alaska to Denver; from the West to 
the East Coast. One of the contacts to Alaska was 
with another scout troop also working JOTA. To 
quote Bob, "The scouts were beside themselves 
with excitement." Most of the contact were on 20 
meters but the group was able to make contact with 
the other half of the pack, at another ham's location, 
on 2 meters. 

The young men were excited about the chance 
to communicate with others in the area and around 
the globe. Most of the young men stepped right up 
and handled the mike like "Old Hands" but several 
experienced the expected "Mic Fright". Even these 
warmed rapidly once the contacts started happen- 
ing. 

One or two of the youngsters as well as one of 
the adult advisors showed a lot of interest in obtain- 
ing their licenses. Bob gave them the information 
concerning the classes and offered to "Elmer" them 
during their studies. 

| asked Bob if there was a memorable quote 
from one of the scouts, that stuck in his head. To this 
he replied, "May | have more ice cream, please?" At 
this he chuckled and said that there were so many 
questions and comments that it would really be 
difficult to find one that really stood out among the 
rest. He did say also though that the reward of 
seeing the young men's excitement level grow with 
each contact was worth the time spent. 

This lead perfectly to my last question of the 
interview. | asked Bob of his impression of the 
experience. 

"| really thought it was great fun. | had fun, the 
kids had fun, we made contacts and | would do it 
again in a hot minute." 

Thanks Bob for investing the time and energy to 
make the experience a positive one for the scouts.

A FISH STORY 

This story from Australia. Researchers at the 
University of Sydney say that they have made an 
interesting discovery that could yield major benefits in the 
areas of solar energy and optics and they owe it all to a 
fish. 

It seems that a group of physicists were arguing 
at lunchtime over what makes a fish so “silvery.” Unable 
to reach a conclusion, they went to a nearby Fish Market, 
bought the shiniest fish they could find, and took it back 
to the lab. 

Ascientific inspection of the fish skin showed that 
it contained “multiple stacks of organic crystals, inter- 
leaved by layers of watery tissues, arranged in what 
scientists call the Chaos Theory principle. In other words 
the cells are arranged in an apparently disordered man- 
ner, instead of neat arrays. 

The highly efficient natural reflectors are in- 
tended to confuse predators, but this discovery promises 
to lead to more efficient solar mirrors and other optical 
and reflective devices. 


PUNITIVE ACTION IN CAL VE PROBE 

The FCC has begun punitive action in the wake 
of widespread fraud in California's all volunteer amateur 
radio testing program. 

The FCC takes action against 54 amateur radio 
operatorsconnected with alleged license fraud in South- 
ern California. The Commission plans to revoke the 
licenses of three hams and is cancelling license upgrades 
for 51 others. Ordered to turn in their licenses are James 
B. Williams, AASTC of Wilmington, California, Robert L. 
Flores, N6WPQ of Santa Monica and his wife, Rose 
Marie Flores, NSWPR. All three are former Volunteer 
Examiners holding Extra class licenses. 

The Commission says that an exam session the 
three claim to have administered never actually took 
place. The Commission accuses all three of willfully 
signing certificates showing that people who were not 
tested had passed elements necessary for amateur radio 
licenses. 

The Commission singles out Rose Marie Flores 
as being in charge of the paperwork for one test session. 


ARRL TO ASSIST HANDICAPPED 

The says that it ARRL is currently working to 
develop materials for disabled individuals with an interest 
in Amateur Radio. It notes that it is looking for stories, 
photographs, recordings of experiences of disabled Ama- 
teur Radio operators or from instructors and rehabilitative 
personnel who have worked with handicapped ham radio 
students. It is also looking for practical solutions to 
problems faced by handicapped hams. This includes 
adaptive devices for radios and computers that could be 
invaluable to a potential ham struggling to earn a ticket or 
make the ham shack as accessible as possible.

BRAILLE NOVICE EXAM 

Meanwhile, Dave Allen, WD8LDY says that he 
has already transcribed the most recent Novice question 
pool for Examination Element 2 into grade two Braille. In 
his recent all United States packet radio posting Dave 
notes that anyone who needs it, please contact Dave at 
(214) 235-9821. He asks that you call him only between 
9:00am and 9:00pm central time. WD8LDY adds that he 
will try to get the Technician Element 3A done soon, and 
will look into others if requested. 


Flores is accused of getting other VE's to sign certificates 
of completion for people the FCC sez were not examined 

The Commission issued a show cause order 
against the three September 27th. They have 30 days to 
appeal or lose their ham licenses. 

FCC is also punishing 51 other hams they re- 
ceived license upgrades from Volunieer Examiners sus- 
pected of fraud. In June, the Commission gave each 
amateur a choice: they could either take the test again, 
or lose their upgrade. 

Only 3 of the 51 appeared for re-testing and all 
three failed. Now, the Commission is revoking the up- 
grades all 51 hams received during exams in 1992 and 
1993. 


The three amateurs who face losing their li- 
censes are part of a larger group. Nearly three dozen 
Volunteer Examiners were suspended throughout Cali- 
fornia about a year ago. There's speculation that the 
Commission's action may be the FCC's way of saying, 
there’s more to come.

October Earthquake SET 

On Saturday, October 22, there was an Earth 
Quake SET (Simulated Emergency Training) held 
in the Portland/ Vancouver area. According to the 
scenario, there was a 6.5 magnitude earthquake 
with the epicenter under Jantzen Beach, Hayden 
Island that affected both the Portland Metropolitan 
areas and SW Washington area including Vancou- 
ver and surrounding communities in Clark County. 

The exercise involved members of ARES from 
Clark County, Multnomah County, Clackamas 
County, PARC (Portland Amateur Radio Club), 
Hoodview ARC, the Portland Chapter of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross as well as local fire and law enforce- 
ment agencies and local area hospitals. The main 
purpose of the exercise was to test the communica- 
tions abilities between the various agencies and 
communities through the use of various forms of 
emergency services including amateur radio. 

Amateur radio operators were in place at nu- 
merous locations including fire stations, hospitals, 
the Red Cross headquarters, the EOC at Kelly 
Butte and at the OEM in Clackamas County. Ama- 
teurs from the different local mentioned were also 
dispatched with mobile units to review and investi- 
gate damage to outlying areas and report back to 
the various support services. 

The exercise extended from approximately noon 
until 1400 local time. During this time, verbal as well 
as written formal traffic was passed between the 
"players" through the use of VHF, UHF and HF 
voice as well as VHF and UHF packet. Packet 
stations were in operation at the fixed sites only. No 
mobile or portable packet stations were utilized 
though they were discussed. 

Due to the extent of the operation and scope of 
agencies involved, there was a request that the 
District 1 ARES net be activated in a "Low Level" 
monitor status. The net was made available to 
coordinate the passing of any traffic and contacts 
between the counties and various agencies. There 
was no Official net activated as such but the primary 
NCS (Net Control Station) N7VZF monitored the 
147.320 (D1 Primary Repeater) to coordinate the 
activities. 

In the 2 hour period the D1 net handled 32 
check-ins, 18 contacts between agencies and 4 
pieces of traffic. The net secured at 14:15 PT.
